The cover photograph of the business center of Proctor shows 
the Honne Office of the Vermont Marble Compan\^ one of its 
hydro-electric stations and its largest manufacturing installa- 
tions. The Marble Company is the principal reason for the 
town's existence and pays 58.()3% of its taxes. 

The Sutherland Falls of Ottei' Creek and cjuarries in the 
vicinity were the original reasons for establishing the marble 
business here. The (juarries have long since been abandoned 
but the importance of the water power continues and the plants 
aiid office furnish employment for most of Proctor^s people as 
well as for many from neighboring towMis.

The State Highway Department assisted on our tarring 
program this past summer. This work was done June 16 through 
June 18, earlier than other j^ears. Therefore, did not conflict 
with the heavy summer traffic.

gravel base put in.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



1955 

During the year 1955 there was a very low incidence of 
contagion. The most discouraging aspect of it was that the one 
case of polio was fatal. Notwithstanding rumor this was the 
only confirmed case in town. Encouraging, however, was the 
response to the salk vaccine. Approximately 375 children from 
0-14 years of age have been vaccinated. The school health 
program has continued along in excellent fashion as in the past. 

The water situation Is one of great concern to me. For the 
months April- August our water samples invariably came back 
with the report unsafe for drinking purposes. At the request of 
the vSelectmen the State sanitary engineer inspected our facilities. 
His recommendations were to increase the chlorine content and to 
test the water regularly to see that the recommended amount of 
chlorine was present in the circulating supply. If the tests, easily 
conducted, show an adequate chlorine content, the water should 
be safe for drinking purposes. If an adequate amount of chlorine 
is found to be present according to our testing device, and we 
receive reports from the State Laboratory that the water is unsafe 
for drinking, then I believe a complete and thorough study of our 
system should be conducted by a (qualified expert. This I recom- 
mend as a must for this year. If any unsafe reports are received 
this year, this should be done immediately.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING PROGRAM 
VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 

January 1, 1955 to January 1, 1956 

Using vaccine fuj-nished by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, first and second grade children whose parents 
gave permissioji received the immunization of polio vaccine in 
school this year. The Vermont Health Department cooperated 
with the Foundation on this project and gave technical super- 
vision and equipment to administer the vaccine. Through the 
cooperation of many individuals, these immunization clinics were 
successful. Forty-five children will be eligible for the third dose 
of this polio vaccine. 

The Public Health Nurse rendered the followiiig services:

7 for Maternal and Child Health Services 

10 for Communicable Disease Service 

59 visits were made by her 

31 visits in behalf of the program 

16 visits in behalf of Maternal and Child Health 

services

Through funds appropriated by the 1955 Vermont Legisla- 
ture and Federal funds the Vermont Health Department is 
sponsoring a polio immunization program. As the supply of 
polio vaccine becomes more adequate and the first group eligible 
to be immunized is completed on a state level, plans will be made 
for a second age group.

The legal voter? in Town Meeting of the Town of Pj-octor, Vermont, 
are hereb\' noticed and warned to meet at the Village Hall in the ViUage of 
Proctor, on Tuesday the 6th day of March, A. D. 3 95(5 at 1:00 P.M. to vote 
on the following matters, to wit: 

1. To choose a Moden-ator to govern said meeting. 

2. To vote on the following question?: 

Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted in 
the Town? 

Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this Town? 

3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers. 

4. To see if the To\\'n will empov\er and authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

5. To choose the necessary Town Officers for the ensuing .\ear. 

G. To see if the Town in conjunction with the Town of Pittsford will 
authorize the Selectmen to repair the Gorham Bridge, so called, as recom- 
mended by the Bridge Engineer of the State Highway Department, and if 
so, to appropriate money therefor. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than twenty cents on the 
dollar highway tax as required by law, and to take advantage of the provisions 
of No. 4913 of the Vermont Statutes, Revision of 1947. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to expend all of its portion of the tax on 
motor fuel to be used as provided in Section 5 of No. 209 of the Acts of 1955. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise mone\' by taxation or otherwise 
to pay current expenses, such State taxes as required by law and the indebted- 
ness of the Town. 

10. To see when the taxes voted and State taxes assessed shall be payable. 

11. To sec if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Sections 839 
to 849, inclusive of the Vermont Statutes^ Revision of 1947, for the collection 
of Taxes by the Town Tj-easm-er. 

12. To see if the Town will vote any compensation to Town Officers. 

13. To see if the Town under the provisions of Section 452G of the Ver- 
mont Statutes, Revision of 1947, will vote to contract with the Proctor Free 
Library to furnish books to the inhal^tants of the Town free and to appro- 
priate money thei'efor. 

14. To see if the Tow?i will vote to defray expenses of surety bonds where 
bonds arc rec(ui red by law. 

15. To sec if the Town will vote to appropriate money for the cave and 
embellishment of the Riverside Cemeteiy, and if so, how much? 

16. To see if the Town will vote to concur with the Village for a joint 
Budget Committee. 

17. Will the Town autliorize the Auditors of the Town to employ the 
services of an accountant from the office of the Auditors of Accounts as pro- 
vided for in sections 3603 and 3608 inclusive of th.e Vermont Statutes, Revision 
of 1947, to conduct an audit of the accounts of the Town? 

18. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.
